Mrs. Brown is a woman 
of sterling qualities and much ability 
and it is believed she will fill the 
office in a most satisfactory manner. 

Mrs. Rosalia M. Brown will hold 
office as supervisor at least until after 
the August primary election. If at 
that election some one candidate re¬ 
ceives a majority of all votes cast for 
supervisor, that candidate will be de¬ 
clared elected at the primary. Failure 
of any candidate to get such a ma¬ 
jority will mean that Mrs. Brown will 
hold office until the general election 
in November.

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REDWOOD MAN STRUCK

Quarrel at Slaughter-House Results 
in One Going to Hospital and 
His Assailant to Jail. 

C. H. Lucas, a former sheriff of 
Yuba county, Calif., lies in the Red¬ 
wood City Hospital as the result of 
being hit on the head with an ax, 
while his assailant, C. H. Williams, a 
Redwood City butcher, was placed 
under arrest as a result of a quarrel 
between the two men Tuesday. 
Wednesday Williams appeared before 
Justice of the Peace Ray Griffin, the 
charge against him being assault with 
a deadly weapon, and was released on 
$2000 bond. 

Some time ago Lucas, in company 
with two other San Francisco men 
named Collins and London, purchased 
a meat market in Redwood City from 
Williams. Recently Williams brought 
suit against the three for $614. alleged 
due on the sale. There has been bad 
blood between the two men for some 
time. Williams declares that Lucas 
was armed and that he struck with the 
ax to save himself as Lucas was about 
to attack him with a gun„ but Under 
Sheriff H. W. Lampkin and Sheriff 
Michael Sheehan, who made the ar¬ 
rest, declare there was no gun in 
sight when they arrived. It is claimed 
eye-witnesses told the officers that 
Williams struck Lucas while the lat¬ 
ter's back was turned. 

The trouble occurred at a slaughter¬ 
house near Redwood which belongs to 
Williams.

RATES TO BE RAISED , IF YOU DON’T WATCH Ol'T 


A month’s notice of a dollar raise 
from $5 to $6 for University of Cali¬ 
fornia extension division correspond¬ 
ence courses has been given by 
Director Leon J. Richardson. During 
the month of March and up to the 
first of April, registrations in the 150 
study courses of the extension divi¬ 
sion will be received at the fee of $5. 
This amount has been the traditional 
cost since 1912 to 13,183 students in 
correspondence courses and to 25,697 
students in class courses. Lecture 
costs will be raised also, Professor 
Richardson stated, from $25 to $35. 

In making the announcement in re¬ 
gard to the change, Director Richard¬ 
son said: 

"The fee of $5 for class and cor¬ 
respondence instruction was estab¬ 
lished in 1912. There is no need to 
call to the attention of the public the 
difference in cost of every service 
and of all materials between that time 
and this. The extension division has 
been forced by the increase of its cost 
in printing, clerical work, supplies, 
and rental expenses to raise the fee 
to $6.”

The payment must 
be for the correct amount and in ne¬ 
gotiable form, payable to the collector 
of internal revenue. 

“Do not forget to sign your check,” 
says the collector, “and be sure that 
the written amount and the numerals 
upon it are for the same amount. 
Also be sure to sign your return and 
execute the affidavit upon it. By all 
means, fasten return and payment to¬ 
gether to facilitate handling here. 

“Cash payments sent by mail are at 
the sender’s risk of loss.” 

Returns and payments must reach 
the collector of internal revenue by 
Monday, March 15th.

; [ the big block of land at San Bruno 
* Point his plan was to make the Mis- 
' J slon road its southwesterly boundary, 
and he adhered to his plan in the 
main, but for some reason he crossed 
the Mission road at one point and 
purchased a tract situated on the 
south side of what is known as 
"Sneath Lane,” and extending from 
Mission road westerly to the buildings 
of Jersey Farm No. 1, containing a 
total of 64 92/100 acres, of which ! 
32 58/100 acres were purchased from 
Maria Tanfaran. 

The one hundred and ten acres, 
now known as “Tanforan Park,” was 
purchased by Mr. Iler from Francis 
Cunningham, who sold Mr. Iler alto¬ 
gether over three hundred acres. 
When in 1899 the Western Turf Asso¬ 
ciation bought from the South San 
Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company this 110 acres for a racing 
track and park, the association 
adopted the name of “Tanforan” for 
the new racing park. There was much 
comment and wonderment over the 
name. No one seemed to know from 
whence it came. It pleased the fancy , 
of the sporting fraternity, who looked , 
upon it as a name of mystery and | ; 
magic. In this small historical side . 
note it may be mentioned that the i 
name of Maria Tanfaran was slightly 
marred and inexcusably mutilated in 
its transfer from its modest, secluded 
home beside Sneath Lane to a place 
over the ,J>ig gates of the splendid 
new racing park. This note is written 
in order that the origin of the name 
“Tanforan Park” may be rightly 
known and made of record. 

At the time South San Francisco 
was planned, the nearest railroad was 
at Baden station, one and one-hall 
miles from the proposed business dis¬ 
trict, and the only highway near 
enough for use was the San Bruno 
road. 

The lack of suitable transportation 
facilities was realized, and the Land 
and Improvement Company took ac¬ 
tion at once to provide means for 
water transportatiom To this end 
Cyrus Dam, a well-known and com¬ 
petent civil engineer, was employed 
to make the survey for a deep-water j 
harbor, and upon the completion of 
the Dam survey a contract was let 
to Alexander C. Von Schmidt for 
dredging the harbor. About tho middle i 
ot August, 1891, the dredging and 1 
bulkheading was completed, with a j 
channel 300 feet In width and 9000 
feet in length, with 18 feet depth of 
water. A pipe suction dredger was 
employed in the work and a largo 
area of tide lands Was thereby re- j 


I claimed. 

| Upon being advised of the construc¬ 
tion of a deep-water harbor at San 
Bruno Point, the United States gov¬ 
ernment provided two harbor lights; 
one at the outer buoy, where the 
channel reaches deep water in the 
bay, the other at a buoy near the 
inner end of the channel, and a keeper 
! of the lights was appointed and paid 
by the United States government to 
care for and maintain these lights. 
The first keeper of the lights was 
Captain Mariner, an old salt, a re¬ 
tired captain of the sea, who filled his 
lamps and kept his lights trimmed 
and burning. He was known among 
j the local talent as the “Ancient 
I Mariner”— 

“The Mariner whose eye Is bright, 
whose beard with age is hoar.” 

The town site surveys were well [ 
advanced by midsummer of 1891, and 
the time had come for a sale of lots.

Chopping makes it tender and also 
allows it to be cooked quickly and 
economically. 

Mock Rabbit 
y 2 pound beef and 
1 pound sausage, or 
1 pound beef 
% pound sausage meat 
y± pound salt pork 

3 slices of bread moistened with 

water 
1 egg 
1 onion 

Pepper and salt 

Chop the meat. Chop the onion and 
cook it—but do not brown it—in the 
fat fried out of a small portion of 
pork. Add the bread and cook a few 
minutes. When cool, mix all the in-1 
gredients and form into a long, round 
roll. The surface can easily be made 
smooth if the hand is wet with cold 
water. Lay the remaining pork, cut 
in thin slices, on top, and bake forty 
minutes in hot oven. The sausage 
may be omitted if desired and other 
seasoning used. 

Smothered Beef Roll 
1 pound round beef 
pound lean fresh pork 
1 small onion 
1 green pepper 

1 cup soft, stale bread crumbs 
1 teaspoonful salt 

1 egg 

2 «cups stewed tomatoes 

2 slices bacon 
2 tablespoons butter 

4 tablespoons flour 
Remove the seeds from the penper 

and put it through the meat grinder 
with the meats and the onion. Add 
crumbs, egg, and salt. Make into a 
roll, place in a shallow baking dish, 
pour the strained tomatoes around it, 
put the bacon on top, and bake forty 
minutes, basting with the tomatoes. 
Thicken the gravy with the flour 
cooked in the butter. A little season¬ 
ing, such as a bit of bay leaf, a clove, 
and a small piece of onion, improves 
the tomato sauce. As the pepper and 
onion are not likely to be cooked as 
soon as the meat, it is well to fry 
them in a little fat before adding to 
the other ingredients. This amount 
will serve six to eight people. 

Cannelon of Beef 

This dish is prepared by making 
chopped beef into a roll and baking it 
wrapped in a buttered paper, a 
method designed to keep in the steam 
and so insure a moist, tender dish. 
The paper must be removed before 
serving. The roll should be basted 
occasionally with butter and water or 
drippings and water. In preparing 
the roll an egg may be added for each 
pound and a half of meat, and 
chopped parsley, onion juice, lemon 
peel, or finely chopped green peppers 
make good seasoning. A thickened 
gravy may be made from the drip¬ 
pings, the liquid used being either 
water or tomato juice. 

Strips of pork laid on the roll may 
be substituted for the buttered paper 
and basting.

The first rear-admirals In the United 
States navy were commissioned in 
1862, when that rank was created by 
act of congress. David Farragut, for 
his valor In the Civil war, was made 
vice admiral In 1864, and two years 
later the rank of hdmlral was estab¬ 
lished for the purpose of honoring him. 
The grade of admiral was revived in 
1899 and conferred upon George 
Dewey, the hero of Manila. The high¬ 
est rank of American naval officers in 
active service was up to a short time 
ago that of rear admiral. The title of 
admiral was first used In Frunce, and 
the first French admiral was appoint¬ 
ed in 1284. A few years later the title 
was adopted by the English, and the 
rank of admiral of the English seas 
was first given to William de Ley- 
bourne by Edward I, In 1297.
